~ SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Orford: As required by law, I 
respectfully submit to you the annual report upon the Common 
Schools of this Town. A statistical table preceeds the few 
suggestions which occur to me’to be considered. Government 
has generally been based on the laws of kindness and good or- 
der secured, by an appeal to the common sense and self-respect 
of the scholar. I regret to say that a few youth are found in 
our schools, who want that self-respect and love for truth and 
propriety, which is the foundation of good character. The 
community have a right to expect great vigilance in regard to 
the moral character of the pupils in our public schools. Unless 
moral and religious principles are planted and nourishd in the 
minds of our youth in connection with mental training, all at- 
tainments in study will be of no service to them or society. No 
parent or guardian would wish to send their children to a school 
where there is danger of imbibing bad habits. Our teachers 
generally exercised care andfidelity in teaching mental arithme- 
tic, the need suggested to them by your Committee, for a prepara- 
tion for the study of written arithmetic,and there areno scholars 
so old and but few so young, for whom it would not be well to de- 
vote a part of each day in ‘this exercise, to make it plain and 
_ profitable to the minds of the scholars. Reading, spelling and 
grammar,the great staplegof education,though liable to be taught 
superficially, have in most instances been taught so thoroughly, 
that the pupils have clear and definite ideas in regard to them. 

Writing has been taught in all our schools and many neat 
specimens of penmanship were exhibited in the examinations. 

No change has been made in school books during the year, 
except in spelling books, Swinton’s taking the place of the 
Progressive speller. It has met with general approbation with 
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our teachers and has been adopted in many towns in this state. 
Its plan and arrangement.are fresh and practical, and adapted 
to the wants of our schools. 

A State Map of New Hampshire has been introduced into 
most of the districts. It is altogether the finest map of the 
state published. One hundred and fourteen towns in our state 
are using it. A thorough knowledge of the details of the map 
was manifest at the examination of some of our schools at the _ 
close of the winter term. Our teachers for the past. year were 
all veterans except three, who taught their first term. Adapted- 
ness to the employment were manifest in our schools where the 
teachers were energetic calling into action the power of mind 
the scholar possessed. The best educated teachers are the 
cheapest, but the low wages often paid render it difficult to re- 
tain them. Young America at this day is not expected to sit in 
the school room still, hands folded, but on the other hand busy, 
learning something, and our best teachers are those who fill up 
the school hours with varied general information, who give to 
each pupils something to do, and to learn. 

General exercises in the various branches taught make the 
scholars intelligent. JI will only call attention to a few facts. 
The Registers in every instance have been kept with commend- 
able neatness, and accuracy. The use of the black-board in 
some of our schools was neglected, practice upon this is the 
most effectual way of securing accuracy of thought and ex- 
pression. The Roll of Honor, including all pupils who have 
been present every half day of a term without being tardy 
numbers fifty. For the courtesy shown me invariable by towns- 
men in my connection with the schools the past year, I express 
to all my sincere thanks.
